STUDENT GOVERNMENT NOW 
IN VOGUE AMONG THE MEN 


THE DELPHIC 

Business Meeting Held Last Wed¬ 
nesday. 


For the purpose of 

Equipping with arms, clothing ami 
food our gallant soldiers who have 
been called to the field; 

Maintaining our Navy and our va¬ 
liant tars upon the high seas; 

Providing the necessary means to 
pay the wages of our soldiers and 
sailors and, if the hill now pending 
in the Congress passes, the monthly 
allowances for the support of their de¬ 
pendent families and to supply them 
with life insurance; 

Constructing a great fleet of mer¬ 
chant vessels to maintain the line of 
communication with our brave troops 
in France, and to keep our commerce 
afloat upon the high seas in defiance 
of the German Kaiser and his sub¬ 
marines; 

Creating a great fleet af aeroplanes, 
which will give complete supremacy 
In the air to the United States and the 
brave nations fighting with us against 
the German military menace; and for 
other necessary war purposes, 

The Congress of the United States 
has authorized the Secretary of the 
Treasury to sell to the American peo¬ 
ple bonds of the United States bear¬ 
ing four per cent interest, with valu¬ 
able tax exemptions, and convertible 
under certain conditions into other 
issues of United States bonds that 
may be authorized by the Congress. 
The official circular of the Treasury 
Department gives full details. 

There is now offered to the Ameri¬ 
can people a new issue of $3,000,000.- 
000 of bonds to he known as the Sec¬ 
ond Liberty Loan. They will he issued 
in such denominations and upon such 
terms that every patriotic citizen will 
have an opportunity to assist the 
Government by lending his money up¬ 
on the security of a United States 
Government bond. 

It is essential to the success of the 
war and to the support of our gallant 
troops that these loans shall not only 
be subscribed, but over subscribed. No 
one is asked to donate or give his 
money to the Government; but every¬ 
one is asked to lend his money to the 
Government. The loans will be repaid 
in full with interest at the rate ot 
ifour per cent per annum. A Govern¬ 
ment bond Is the safeest investment 
in the world; it is as good as currency 
and yet better, because the Govern¬ 
ment bond bears interest and currency 
docs not. No other investment com-

Proving Both Siiccpnn- 
ful ami Popular 

For more than a week, student gov 
eminent has been in force among the 
men of this college. This change in 
government was not unexcepted but 
has been advocated before, notably 
last year, but without the full con vie 
tion of all concerned. With the open¬ 
ing of this year, the time seemed es¬ 
pecially apropos for the fostering of 
this movement which has steadily 
grown from the first day. 

Both Pres. French and representa¬ 
tive men in students committee have 
worked zealously to perfect a system 
of control which would operate harm¬ 
oniously and with mutual benefit to 
the administration and student body. 
It. is believed that this object has been 
realized in the* (form of a student coun¬ 
cil constitution which has been drawn 
up and work out following the several 
students committee meetings in coun¬ 
cil with Pres. French. This constitu¬ 
tion was formally adopted by a un¬ 
animous vote <of all the campus men 
on Thursday September 26th., follow¬ 
ing a complete understanding of all 
provisions and agreements. 

By this compact, a form of honor 
system is in vogue, placing responsi¬ 
bility for the adherence to understood 
rules upon each individual through his 
own assent to the installation of the 
student council form of government. 
The men are responsible directly to 
a senate or council of their own choos¬ 
ing. The council stands responsible 
to the president of the oollege and 
holds in its power the enforcement 
of the necessary rules controling stu¬ 
dent conduct.

We fight to protect our citizens 
against assassination and murder up¬ 
on the high seas -while in the peace- 
ful exercise of those rights demanded 
by international Jaw and every instinct 
and dictate of humanity. 

We fight to preserve our democrat¬ 
ic institutions and our sovereignty as 
a nation against the menace of a pow¬ 
erful and ruthless military autocracy 
headed by the German Kaiser, whose 
ambition is to dominate the world. 

We light also for the noble ideal 
of universal democracy and liberty, 
the right of the smallest and weakest 
nations equally -with the most power¬ 
ful to live and to govern themselves 
to the will af their own people. 

We fight for peace, for that just and 
lasting peace which agonized and tor¬ 
tured humanity craves and which not 
the sword nor the bayonet of a mili¬ 
tary desjxR but the supremacy of vin¬ 
dicated right alone can restore to a 
distracted world.

Who Is Becoming More And More Dear To Rollins Folk—Especially The 

“Cloverleaf Girls" 
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DR. MERRILL'S ADDRESS IN 
DETAIL 


The following is a complete report 
of the address made by D. James G. 
Merrill Id chapel on September 27th* 

Fifty eight years ago this year I 
entered college. It was the year of 
the great comet which superstltous 
ones decleared portended war. War did 
come so that like you I attended 
College in war times. And 1 have al- 
ways been glad that I did. It gave 
college life an earnestness that peace 
rarely affords. When I entered col¬ 
lege when we sang America* as you 
have Just done, we ordinarily added 
a coda “The Dutch Company is the 
best Company," AU this ceased when 
war broke out and when our class— 
the largest in Amherst up to that time 
sent into the Civil \tar on one side 
and the other more than half its num¬ 
bers and word O so often came back 
that one of our classmates had fallen 
on the field of battle. 

1 congratulate you therefore in view 
of the fact that you are in College 
in these serious hours. 

1 remember, when a Senior, being 
reminded by an old college friend of 
my Father's that much as I thought 
I was appreciating the issues of the 
great war, vast it was then called, 

I could not do it as did he and my 
father. I resented his remark at the 
time a hit, but since then have con¬ 
cluded that he was right. Perhaps to* 
day one of my years can therefore 
be of service to you in reminding you 
of some things that should make you 
feel that you are now, while In col¬ 
lege, to be congratulated. 

First, You are fitting yourselves to 
face the greatest problems that hu¬ 
manity has ever faced. The questions 
that are to be answered are not only 
vast but varied. In the political life 
of our nation and of all nations the 
IT. S. is to have a controlling voice 
In finance the staggering debts that 
the civilized world is heaping up, our 
own financing in terms of billions 
where we used to be satisfied with 
millions are to present problems that 
no man living has ever tried to solve. 
The ethics of national living must be 
clarified In the thought and expres¬ 
sions of the future. Religion itself 
can not be the same in form and ex¬ 
pression when it faces the hard think-: 


iug and tremendous experiences of 
the boys in the trenches who will re¬ 
turn home vastly different and in most 
cases larger men than they could pos¬ 
sibly have been had they remained 
in the walks of peace. To solve these 
problems the college graduate of these 


days is to bo the most important fac¬ 
tor. 

Second* Remember that in facing 
these vast problems you will belong 
to a decimated generation. Already 
in Europe and Asia this is very evi¬ 
dent and should this war continue n
